Most people 


won't have to figure their own tax. 


Taxpayers 
are 
in 
two main 


groups: 


Group 1. People who don't have 


to figure their tax. You're in this 
group if your income was less than 
$5,000 and if your deductions were 
not more than 10 per cent of your 
income. 


Group 2. People who do have to 


figure their own tax. You're 
in 


this group if your income 
was 


$5,000 or more or if, with income 
of less than $5000 your deductions 
were more than 10 per cent. 


And there are two main kinds of 


tax forms: 


1. Form W-2 the check-size with- 


holding receipt given you by your 
boss if he withheld taxes from your 
wages or salary during the year. 


2. Form 1040. This is a 4-page 


standard-size form. When it is used 
one way it is called the 
"short- 


form." When it is used 
another 


way it is called the "long-from." 


Form W-2 and the 
1040 short 


form are for people whose incomp 
was less than $5,000 and whose de- 
dcduclions were not more than 10 
per cent of that income 


You use the 1040 long form 
if 


your income was $5,000 or more, 
or if with income 
of less 
than 


$5000 your deductions were more 
than than 10 per cent of your in- 


uses what form and how, will be 
given in later stories but here's 
the ABC of it. 


1. Form W-2. This is the easiest 


to handle. Generally speaking, it's 
use is limited to persons whose in- 
come was less than $5,000 practi- 
cally all of it in wages or salary 
from which tax was regularly with- 
held. 


About 30 million people are ex- 


pected to use Form, W-2. You just 
answer a few questions on it about 
your income. Then you mail it to 
your internal revenue collector, 


He'll check it. If you owe him 


money he'll tell you. If he owes 
you a refund, you'll get it. In find- 
ing what your tax is, he looks it 
up in a tax table lhat shows the 
tax on various incomes up to $5 
000. 


2. The 1040 short-form. This is 


really Ihe first page — although 
some people may have to use the 
third page also — of the 4-page 
standard-size Form 1040. 


It can be used by anyone whose 


income was less than $5,000 from 
any 
source. 
Note that phrase 


"from any source." Here's an il 
lustration of what that means:

The New Testament is clear and 


specific in its claims and teaching 
concerning the divine character 
of Jesus of Nazareth. An entire 
Gospel, the Gospel of John, is de- 
voted to evidence concerning that 
divinity as stated in the prologue 
in the first chapter of that Gos- 
pel—the identification of Jesus with 
the eternal Word, "the Word was 
nade flesh and dwelt among us." 
Those who have denied the di- 
vinity of Jesus for the most part 
refuse 
to recognize the authen- 


ticity of that Gospel, attributing 
it to a very late date; 
but the 


first 
three Gospels, though less 


philosophic, 
are 
equally 
em- 


phatic 
in 
what they say con- 


cerning 
the 
divinity 
of 
Our 


Lord. 


The 
outstanding 
passage 
is 


Peter's great confession in, Mat- 
thew 16:16, "Thou are the Christ, 
the Son of the living God." But 
this is by no means the only pas- 


sage in which the divine nature 
of Jesus is set forth so clearly. 
Jesus himself claimed to be the 
Messiah, 
asserting 
His 
unique 


relationship to 
God the Father, 


and His earthly mission to make 
known 
sized 


the Father.

He empha- 


oneness 
with the

through 
doing 
always 


what was pleasing in His sight. 
He was completely and 
wholly 


subjected to the will of God. 


Just when did the conscious 


ness 
of this divine nature and 


mission come to Jesus? 
We do 


not know. In what 
glimpses we 


have of His life before He began 


divinity 
of Jesus 
under-empha- 


size, or neglect, viz. the human- 
ity 
o£ Jesus, and the fact and 


rue significance of the Incarna- 
ion. Jesus complained 
of those 


who called Him "Lord, Lord," but 
,vho did not obey His teachings

l ye Me, Lord, Lord, and do 


not the things I say?" 


There have been many who have 


jeen quilty of the same sin again- 
st their Lord. There have been 
some, too, who in their anxiety 
lo be "orthodox" regarding the 
divinity of Jesus have actually 
[alien into heresy in denying His 
tfue humanity. What the Bible tea- 
ches is that as a man, and in the 
framework of human life and ex- 
perience, Jesus embodied the di- 
vine nature and character of God. 


Thus, in Jesus, God and man 


meet. 
God comes down to man, 


and man is lifted up toward God.

we are Christ-like 


we, also, are revealers 
of God

Military police found 1,100 cans of 


evaporated milk, more than 
2,000

sions, are awaiting trial on charges 
of desertion and theft, with possible 
death penalties.
